cargo 17,000 piouls of Sugar, which is now being 
discharged and which will be sold. here ‘by auc:

“An interesting ~morement 
Shanghai which, if it develops into anything | 
tangible, wil] ba watched with interest in 
this colony. Wa refer to the establishment 
of a Trade and Commerce Museum, Some 
two. years ago an International Exhibition 
was proposed. for Shangbal, but the scheme 
proved too ambitious for tho circumstances, 
of the Settlement. ‘The musenm now ‘pi 
posed, which, anya the WV. U, Datly. Newa, will 
bo. permanent international exhibition ina 
smaller way, is anid to be withia the’ re- 
sources at command and may be made of 
more lasting value.’ The discussion on the 
subject has brought. out the fact that in 
1878 the Belgian government, urged ou by 
M:; Supvzors, the then Belgian Minister. to 
China, was contemplating the establishment 
of a museum in Shanghai, and was prepared 
to place in tha budget an appropriation, 
which would bave been annaal, of one thou- 
sand. pounds sterling for this purpose.
